(3)iiOn page 2, line 23, between "located" and the underlined period, insert

"and is entitled to a jury trial on request".
(4)iiOn page 3, between lines 1 and 2, add the following appropriately

lettered subsections and reletter subsequent subsections and cross-references to
those subsections accordingly:

(____)iiNotwithstanding Section 30.00014, Government Code, or any other
law, a person filing an appeal from a municipal court under Subsection (a) is not
required to file a motion for a new trial to perfect an appeal.

(____)iiA decision of a county court or county court at law under this
section may be appealed in the same manner as an appeal for any other case in a
county court or county court at law.
